GOfiPSES EVERYWHERE 


The Sad Scenes Around 
Johnstown. 


Dead Victims Found at Every 
Point and Workmen Remove 
Them for Burial. 


Tbe Harrowing Inciaenta Described 
With »TiTld Olatincmem. 


JoHKSTowK, Pa., June 4.—^The most 
definite account which has yet b^n re- 
ceived concerning the condition of the 
villages along the Conemaugh to Stony 
Creek and Southfork, was given by the 
members of a relief committee from Al- 
liance, Ohio. Prof. B. E. Hudson, one 
of their members, said: 
"The scenes 
along the upper river are so horrifying 
that the mere narration would nauseate 
one. We discovered 193 bodies along 
the bed of Stony creek, lying in all sorts 
of positions and showing tiie most des- 
perate wounds. 


"Nearly all the corpses were of women 
and children. The men seemed to have 
been at work and to have regarded the 
warning. The women and children were 
totally unaware of the gravity of the on- 
coming flood. 


"There were quite twice as many 
bodies lying between Johnstown and 
South Fork, as at any other place, save 
at the Johnstown railway bridge." 


It it is now definitely settled that only 
about four lives were lost on the train 
that left Pittsburg Friday morning last. 
Conductor Bell, who had charge of the 
train, stated yesterday that in his opin- 
ion only four passengers were lost. 
Said he: "We were between Conemaugh 
and Johnstown when the engineer saw 
the flood coming. He gave us word and 
we ran through the train and told the 
passengers to run to the mountain for 
their lives, but the majoriiy of them 
thought it was only a wave and re- 
mained in their cars, while the train 
men ran to the mountains. 
When the 
flood came it washed away the oar next 
to the smoking car and left three others 
remaining. 


"The people in the Pullman car were 
ducked, but none of them were other- 
wise injured. The three or four pas- 
sengers who were lost were men, but I 
do not know their names. 
Four young 
ladies who were on the train were saved, 
but, owing to fright, were unable to 
leave Prospect, where they were taken 
until yesterday, when they were taken 
to Ebensburg." 


XHBBE THOUSAND NKW GRAVES. 
Delay is no longer possible. The de- 
composed corpses will inevitably breed 
pestilence if long exposed to the air. At 
the first break of dawn this morning, or- 
ders were given to push preparations for 
the gigantic burial with all possible 
speed. 
Where there is no reasonable 
hope for identification the bodies will 
be buried at once. It is probable that 
by evening there will be at least 3,000 
new graves in the valley, many of 
which will be unmarked for all time. 


BEHOVING THE DEAD. 


A large force of workmen is now en- 
gaged, for the first time, in the work gf 
Etytematioally rescuing the bodies from 
among the ruins at the railroad bridge. 
The fires are nearly extinguished, and 
unless they break out again the work 
will progress rapidly. 


The bodies taken from the ruins this 
morning are horribly burned. 
Beoog- 
nition is impossible on account of the 
horrible manner in which the flames 
have mutilated them. 
The smell of 
putrifying and burned flesh is terrible, 
and several of the workmen have already 
been compelled to leave their work on 
aooount of sickness.

THE HABBOWMO 
SCENES 


Which have been identified with the 
morgue still continue there and grow if 
anything, more intense as the days go 
on. In the flickering rays of light 
which eminated from dimly smoking 
lanterns last night the figures of the men 
who are doing their all to get the re- 
mains of the dead in condition for 
identification flitted rapidly to and fro, 
attending their weird and sad duties. 


The scene does not change materially, 
although many of the actors who have 
played in it have played the last act, 
but instead of the curtain being dropped 
the awful tragedy continues, the same 
scenes being continually re-enacted by 
different people. Eighteen bodies were 
taken away last night by friends. 


Last nightj in compamy with several 
physicians from the city, a reporter

A TRIP ACROSS THE BURNING DRIFT 


Above the bridge and up the banks of 
Stony creek. Amidst the debris of the 
drift in different places could be seen 
the bodies of men, women and children, 
some of them partly buried beneath 
fallen timber and masses of rubbish. 
Other bodies were seen so badly charred 
by the flames that it will be impossible 
for them to even be recognized. 
In 
several places were seen charred hands. 
In one place was a man's leg that had 
been torn from the body. 


The doctors all expressed the opinion 
that a mistake was being made in put- 
ting out the fire. It will take a month 
to remove the mass of wreckage and be- 
fore that time the bodies will have bred 
disease and pestilence and impregnate 
the water all along the way to Pitts- 
burg with the germs of an çpidemic. 
The general opinion among the doctors 
is that a large quantity of petroleum 
should be poured on the drift and set on 
fire and in this way get rid of it in a 
short time. 


There is no possibility of recognizing 
any of the bodies now in the drift and it 
would be better to have them all burned 
than to b^dlowed to lie and rot. 


After crossing the drift we continued 
up Stony Creek. It seems as though 
but littie search had been made in that 
direction. All along the banks is a mass 
of drifted clay that has settled down 
with the falling waters, and beneath 
it are many bodies. 
That this is the 
case was shown by an incident that oc 
curred to our party. 
One of the party 
saw what looked like a piece of fur 
sticking above the surface. 
It was 
thought to be a dog, but when it was 
kicked a hand and arm was knocked out. 
The party then threw back the clay 
and uncovered the body of a fine looking 
woman about thirty years old. She was 
well dressed. The body was washed off 
as well as possible and left on a board. 


A little farther along the body of an 
old gray-haired man was found on the 
bank of the creek, half in the water. 
Three similar finds were made in a dis- 
tance of less than a hundred yards. 


As soon as possible a force of men will 
be put to work uncovering this clay, 
when it is expected that hundreds of 
bodies will be nnearthed. In one place 
in the burning drift, in plain sight from 
the bank above, can be seen the bodies 
of two men and a woman half covered 
by the side of a building that has fallen 
on them and crushed them. It has been 
impossible as yet to remove them and it 
may be days before they can be taken 
out. In the meantime tbe building that 
crushed them is slowly smouldering and 
burning and it will be but a short time 
till nothing is left of the bodies but 
charred bones. 


Bumors were current this morning 
that the authorities, despairing of being 
able to remove the drift, have about de- 
cided to commence breaking it up by 
means of dynamite.

In addition to this can be counted the 
disease-breeding matter from cress pools, 
etc. 


PITTSBURG'S WATEB SUPPLY 
Comes from the washings from the in- 
fected district, creating a new danger in 
the way of an epidemic. 
Steps have 
been taken to avoid this. The commit- 
tee at Johnstown has telegraphed to 
Washington for a sanitary corps and the 
state board of health has telegraphed 
orders for a posse to commence clearing 
the river at once. 
Citizens, whom 
necessity compels to use the water, have 
been urged to exert every precaution. 
A small steamer started from this city 
this morning to explore the Allegheny 
river as far as the mouth of the Kiskim- 
inetas. From that point the search will 
be continued in row baats. 


ASKING FOB AN EXTBA SESSION^ 


A message asking for an extra session 
of the legislature, which was signed by 
every member of that body from Alle- 
gheny county, was sent to Governor 
Beaver yesterday, but at this writing no 
reply has been received. 
In speaking 
of this Hon. M. B. Lemon said: "There 
are several reasons why the legislature 
should be convened immediately. There 
is so much danger of pestilence that the 
state authoritres must take steps to pre- 
vent it. The city and county authori- 
ties can not do the work because they 
can not act in harmony. 
Another 
reason is that the state must give aid to 
restore the destroyed industries. 
It is 
neither right nor safe to depend alto- 
gether on voluntary private subscrip- 
tions to do this. The whole state should 
come to the aid of the survivors." 


THE MHJITABY. 


Col. P. D. Perchment, commanding 
the fourteenth regiment, at 10:30 o'clocK 
this morning, received orders from 
Governor Beaver to report with his regi- 
ment at once, each man to be provided 
with three days cooked rations and forty 
rounds of ammunition. 
Col. Perch- 
ment is in possession of private tele- 
grams from Johnstown saying that sev- 
eral persons have been killed in disturb- 
ances this morning. 


BISHOP PHEIIAN. 


PITTSBURG, June 4.—Bishop Phelan 
returned from the scene of the disaster 
last night, where he spent two days. A 
number of Sisters of Mercy and Fran- 
cisian Sisters are working there. Father 
Dauen was murderously attacked by a 
Hungarian with whom he remonstrated 
for robbing the dead, and badly in- 
jured. 


THE FIIOODED TRAIN. 


The Pennsylvania railroad train dis- 
patcher here says that all of the passen- 
gers who were on the flooded train have 
been accounted for except eleven. Four 
bodies have so far been recovered who 
were known to have been on the train, 


SENDING AID. 


This morning at the chamber of com- 
merce orders were granted for the im- 
mediate transportation of fifty cars of 
provisions and 800 men, of whom thirty 
are carpenters. Contractor Flynn has 
abandoned all his work in this vicinity 
and is transporting all his horses, carts, 
hoisting machines aud engines, and all 
gearing of that nature. All of the tents 
of the national guard will be shipped at 
once. 
One hundred and fifty coal 
stoves and necessary utensils will also be 
sent. All of Flynn's men are accustomed 
to the kind of work they wiU find at 
Johnstown. No volunteers will be ac- 
cepted. Every man will receive pay so 
that he will be under the control of a 
foreman. 


THE HUNGARIANS. 


PITTSBURG, June 4.—The Johnstown 
express arrived at the union depot at 
noon to-day, two hours late, 'filled with 
people from Johnstown, who were 
covered with mud. 
There were no in- 
jured on the train. 
Attorney Charles 
F. McEenna was on the train and 
said: 


"The scene is most depressing and 
the Hungarians are being treated shame- 
fully. Every place they are sat down 
upon and get hit, shot and scowled at. 
They need the militia, as half the work 
is not over. 
The worst is yet to come. 
It is a sad scene and it is hard to gain 
access to the main part of the town. 


SOENES OF DEVASTATION. 


W. T. Brown, one of a party which 
has traveled on foot tiie distance from 
South Fork, where the dam broke, to 
Sang Hollow, about twelve miler, relates 
the-foUowing for the United Press.

ed, and vacated their homes and went 
to the hills. At this place thirty-eight 
houses were swept away, but only one 
person is reported missing. 


There was a freight train lying right 
below the forks. It was lifted off the 
track and swept up against the hill. 
Two brakemen were missing. 
Timbers 
are piled up in large heaps along the 
hill. Mineral Point is all gone. 
From 
this place to Conemaugh the whole 
region along the river, is cleaned out. 
Down at Conemaugh the flat portion of 
the town was carried away, 
only a 
small part of the place being saved. At 
this place, where the round house was, 
all that can be seen is five locomotives 
tossed and battered and sticking deep in 
the sand. 


At Woodvale npthing was left but a 
part of the old woolen mill. The Cam- 
bria barbed wire mill, at this place, is 
completely wiped out. The Atlantic 
express was carried up against the 
mountains and the Johnstown express 
is at Sonman station. The New York 
and Chicago express is blocked up at 
Witmer station. 


There were no lives lost' at Littles, 
but everything is a total wreck. 
The 
heavy iron bridge at South Fork was 
carried up stream 100 yards and badly 
wrecked. 
All of the tracks from Johns- 
town to Conemaugh on the Pennsyl- 
vania road are washed away and the 
road-bed is also gone. At North Fork 
there are three trains filled with cloth, 
ing, meat, flour, com and all kinds of 
provisions. 


The Pennsylvania company's officers 
broke open the doors and gave the con- 
tents to the sufferers. There was one 
car filled with whisky and the officials 
knocked out the heads and let the 
whisky run down the mountain. 
Hun- 
dreds of bodies will be found in this 
part of the valley. The area covered by 
the wre>-kage lodged against the rail- 
road bridge at Johnstown is 1,200 feet 
long, 400 feet wide and from 40 to 50 
deep. 


AWFUL SAD FUNERAI. SCENES. 


What is needed here more than any- 
thing else is grave diggers. This morn- 
ing hundreds of bodies were lying 
around, and there was no one to dig 
the graves. During the morning fifty 
funeral processions passed to the ceme- 
tery. It was not an unusual sight to 
see two or three coffins carried at once, 
one after another, followed by a num- 
ber of mourners, in the same proces- 
sion. It is impossible to secure wagons 
or conveyances of any kind, consequent- 
ly all the funeral processions are on 
foot. 


Wm. Gaffney performed a very pitiful 
duty this morning. On his father's and 
wife's side he lost fourteen relatives, 
among them his wife and family. 
This 
morning he got a man to take his de- 
ceased relatives to the ground, and he 
had the mournful duty to perform of 
digging his wife and children's graves 
and burying them. 
In speaking of the 
matter he said: 
"I never thought 
that I could perform such a sad duty, 
but I had to do it, and did it. No one 
has any idea of the feelings of a man 
who acts as undertaker, grave digger 
and pall bearer to his family." 


THE IJOSS OF LILFE. 


Dr. John Buchanan, of Pittsburg, who 
has charge of the r^pstration, said this 
morning they had only gotten track of 
about 8,000 out of a population of 29^00. 
It does not follow that those not re- 
ported are drowned or lost, but • it gives 
a better idea of the terrible loss of life. 


AN OLD MAN'S AGONY. 


The saddest sight to be seen on the 
river bank to-day was the case of Mr. 
Gilmore, who has lost his wife and fam- 
ily of five children. Ever since the cal- 
amity this old man has been seen on the 
river bank looking for his family. 
He 
insisted on the firemen playing a stream 
of water on the place where the house 
formerly stood and where he supposed 
the bodies of his family lay. 
The fire- 
men, recognizing his feelings, played 
the stream on the place for several hours 
this morning, and at last they got to the 
place where the old gentleman said his 
house formerly stood. 
"I know the 
bodies are there and you must find 
them, " he said. On they went after this 
plea and finally one of the men picked 
up a charred skull, evidently that of a 
child. This stirred the old man up and 
he exclaimed: 
"That is my child; 
there lies my family; go on and get the 
rest of them." The workmen continued 
and in a few minutes they came to the 
remains of the rest of the family with 
their heads burned off. 
The old man' 
followed the men as they carried the 
bodies away.

THE CRONIff MURDER. 


Prank W«odraar Will Turn SUUe*t 
Bvldeace and Manjr Arreata 
Will Follow. 


CHICAGO, June 4.—Frank Woodruff, 
alias Black, the man who drove the rig 
in which Cronin's body was hauled to 
the Lake View catch basiu, has turned 
state's evidence and will be brought to 
testify before the coroner's juiy. 
It is 
not expected, however, that his testi- 
mcmy will be taken to- 'ay. 


It is stated that when he appears be- 
fore the jury a number of warrants wül 
be in the hands of detectives or deputy 
sheriffs, and when he leav^ the stand 
some men not heretofore mentioned in 
connection with the murder will be 
under arrest. 


Woodruff's confession, it is said, con- 
victs P. O. Sullivan so clearly with the 
crime that escape for him seems impos- 
sible. Among other things. Woodruff 
will swear that Sullivan is the man who 
paid him for sneaking the wagon and 
horse from Dean's livery stable on the 
night of May 4th. The money was paid 
to Woodruff by Sullivan in a Division 
street saloon the day after th-i murder. 


The court room was filled to the door, 
and it was almost 10 o'clock when the 
first witness of the day. Captain E. H. 
Wing, of the Lake View police, was 
called. He testified as to the main facts 
in the crime. 


JACK THB BIPfBK ! 


HIM He Reaanied Hi« Fiendliili Work 
in liondon ? 


LONDON, June 4.—The dennisons of 
Horseley Down, on the Siirey side of the 
Thames, were thrown into a fever of ex- 
citement this morning by the discovery 
in the river of the lower portion of a 
woman's body. 
The head of the body 
and the legs were not to be seen. 
These ghastly portions were tied in a 
parcel with a stout cord. 


The discovery has revived the excite- 
ment which prevailed during the period 
of the White Chapel horror and it is 
generally believed that "Jack the Bip- 
per" has resumed his bloody work. 


At Batt^esea were also found the 
of a female, showing conclusive evi- 
dence of having been cut from the 
trunk found at Horseley Down. They 
were wrapped in the pieces of a pair of 
drawers. 


The authorities now state that the par- 
cel found at Horseley Down, contain- 
ed the abdomen and uterus and also an 
after birth, showing that the murdered 
woman had recently been delivered of a 
child. Everything points to the cer- 
tainty that the woman was the victim of 
an alx)rtion and her body was mutilated 
by her murderer in the endeavor to 
elude discovery by making identifica- 
tion impossible. The doctors who ex- 
amined the portions of the body, now 
express their opinion that it had been in 
the water only about twenty-four hours. 
It is supposed that the woman is about 
twenty-five years old.

WHUiE the Johnstown calamity is the 
greatest that has ever visited this hemis- 
phere, it does not surpass the horrors of 
some of the floods in China. 
In 1887 
the Hong-Ho river in that country broke 
through its restraining walls and swept 
prosperous cities of thousands of inhabi- 
tants out of existence. The loss of life 
on that occasion is said to have been 
nearly a million persons. 


HON. J. B. WHITE, of this city, has 
been invited to participate in the inter- 
national industrial congress, which as- 
sembles at Paris, July 19.

portance and distinguished honor of 
this recognition is attested by the fact 
that only three such invitations are ex- 
tended, one to Senator Stanford, of 
California, and another to Professor 
Maurice, of Philadelphia.

Johnstown. 


Dead Victims Found at Every 


Point and Workmen Remove 


Them for Burial.

JOHKBTOWN, Pa., June 4.— The moot 


definite account which has yet been re- 
ceived concerning the condition of the 
village* along the Couemaugh to Stony 
Creek and Southfork, was given by the 
members of a relief committee from Al- 
liance. Ohio. Prof. B. E. Hudson, one 
of their members, mitt: 
"The scenes 


along the npper river are DO horrifying 
that the mere narration would nauseate 
one. We discovered 193 bodies along 
the bed of Stony creek, lying in all eorta 
of positions and showing the moat des- 
perate wounde. 


' 'Nearly all the corpses wore of women 


and children. The men aeemed to have 
been at work and to have regarded tine 
warning. The women and children were 
totally unaware of the gravity of the on- 
coming flood. 


"There were quite twice a* many 


todies lying between Johnstown and 
Bonth Fork, as at any other place, save 
at the Johnstown railway bridge." 


It it is now definitely settled that only 


about four liven were lost on the train 
that left Pittttburg Friday morning hwt 
Conductor Bell, who had charge of the 
train, stated yesterday that in his opin- 
ion only four paswragerK were lost 
Said he: "We were between Conemitugh 
and Johnstown when the engineer mw 
the flood coming. He gave ns word and 
we raa through the train and. told tho 
pwweBgen to run to the mountain for 
their live*, but the majority of theni 
thought it was only a wave and re- 
mained in th«ir can, while the train 
men ran to the mountains. 
When the 


flood oamo it waiihed away the oar next 
to the smoking oar and left tliroe othent 
remaining. 


"The people in the Pullman cat were 


ducked, but none of them were other- 
wise injured. The three or four pas- 
sengers who wore lost were men, but I 
do not know their names. 
Four young 


ladles who were on the train wore saved, 
but, owing to fright, were unable to 
leave Prospect, whore they were taken 
until yesterday, when they were taken 
to Ebetmburg," 


TOBEE THOUSAND MEW <1RA Via. 


Delay is no longer possible. The de- 


composed corpses will inevitably breed 
pestilence if long exposed to the air. At 
the first break of dawn this morning, or- 
ders ware given to push preparations for 
the gigantic burial with all possible 
speed. 
Where there ia no reasonable 


hope for identification the bodies will 
be buried at once. It is probable that 
by evening there will bo at least 3,000 
new graves in the valley, many of 
which will be unmarked for all time. 


BXM OVna T1TE DEAD, 


A large force of workmen ia now en- 


gaged, for the first time, in the work of 
sytematioally rescuing the bodies from 
among the ruins at the railroad bridge. 
The fires are nearly extinguished, and 
unless they break, out again the work 
will progress rapidly. 


The bodies taken from, the ruins this 


morning are horribly burned. 
Recog- 


nition is impossible on account of the 
horrible manner in which tho flames 
have mutilated them. 
Tho smell of 


pntrifying and burned flesh is terrible, 
and several of tho workmen have already 
been compelled to leave their work on 
account of sickness, 


With this condition of affairs token 


into consideration, together with the 
fact thai work on (his immense quantity 
of debris has just begun, and the 
weather growing warmer, a week or 
more must elapse before tho stupendous 
task is completed. The awful dangers 
of an epidemic and tho horrors of 
the situation are not pleasant to con- 
template.

here from tho east, coming across the 
mountains in wagons.

THE HARROWING SCENES 


Which have been identified with the 
morgue still wmtinne there and grow if 
anything, more intense as the days go 
on. In the flickering rays of light 
which eminated from dimly Brooking 
lanterns last night the figures of the men 
who are doing their nil to get tho re- 
mains of the dead in condition for 
identification flitted rapidly to and fro, 
attending their weird and sad duties. 


Tho scene does not change materially, 


although many of the actors who have 
played in it have played the hut act, 
but instead of the curtain being dropped 
the awful tragedy continues, the same 
scenes being continually re-enacted by 
different people. Eighteen bodies wore 
taken away hwt night by friends. 


Last night; in oompamy with several 


physicians from the city, a reporter

Above the bridge and up thu banks of 
Stony creek. Amidst the debris of the 
drift in different places could tw seen 
tho bodies of men. women and children, 
some of them portly buried beneath 
fallen Umber and masses of rubbish. 
Other bodies were sven HO badly charred 
by the names that it will bv impossible 
for them to even be recognized. 
In 


several places were noon charred hands, 
[n one place was a man's lug that had 
been torn from the body. 


The doctors all expressed tho opinion 


that a mistake was being mode in put- 
ting out the firu. It will take a month 
to remove tho mass of wreckage aud bo- 
fore that time the bodies will have brod 
disease and pestilence and impregnate 
tho water all along tho way to Pitts- 
burg with the germs of an epidemic. 
The general opinion among the doctors 
is that a largo quantity of jMitroluum 
should bo poured on the drift and set on 
fire and in thin way get rid of it in a 
short time. 


There is no possibility of recognizing 


any of the bodies now in the drift and it 
would be better to have them all burned 
than to bellowed to lie and rot. 


After craning tho drift we continued 


up Stony Greek. It seems us though 
but little searoh hod boon made in that 
direction. All along the banks is a mass 
of drifted clay that has settled down 
with tho falling waters, and beneath 
it are many bodies. 
That this is tho 


case was shown by on incident that oo 
cnrred to our party. 
One of tho party 


saw what looked like a piece of fur 
sticking above tho surface. 
It was 


thought to be a dog, but when it was 
ticked a band aud arm was knocked out 
The party then threw bock the clay 
and uncovered the body of a fine looking 
woman about thirty years old. She was 
well dressed. Tho body was washed off 
M well as possible and left on a board. 


A little farther along the body of an 


old gray-haired man was fonnd on tho 
bank of the creek, half in the water. 
Throe similar finds wore mode in a dis- 
tance of lees than a hundred yards. 


As soon as possible a force of men will 


be put to work uncovering thin clay, 
when it is expected that hundreds of 
bodies will be unearthed, Iu one place 
in the burning drift, in plain sight from 
the bank above, con bo scon the bodies 
of two men and a woman half covered 
by the side of a building that has fallen 
on thorn and crushed them. It has been 
impossible aft yet to remove them and it 
may bo days before they can bo taken 
out. In the meantime tho building that 
crushed them is slowly smouldering and 
burning aud it will bo bat a short time 
till nothing is left of the bodies but 
charred bones. 


Bumora were current this morning 


that tho authorities, despairing of being 
able to remove tho drift, have about do- 
aided to commence breaking it up by 
means of dynamite. 


THK WmESTIlKAD EFFECTS. 


PrrrsBuno, Pa., May 4.— It appears 


that each passing hour but odds addi- 
tional horrors and dangers to tho catas- 
trophe. Not only hat! tho flood swept 
from tho face of tho earth thousands of 
people and millions of treasures, but 
tho destroyed now threatens to Income 
tho destroyer. Scattered nlong tho Al- 
leglmoy and its tributaries, from Pitts- 
burg to tho BCOUG of the disaster, norno 
on the shore, many in tho eddica and 
pools, others lodged against tho drift- 


wood or buried in the mud nnd sand, 
lie hundreds of human bodies imd dead 
animals. 


Iu addition to this can bo counted tho 


disease-breeding matter from cress pools, 
etc. 


I'lTTBUPBO's WATBB SUPPLY 


Comes from thu washings from the in- 
fected district, creating a new danger in 
the way of an epidemic. 
Steps have 


been taken to avoid this. The commit- 
tee at Johnstown has telegraphed to 
Washington for a sanitury corps and the 
state board of health has telegraphed 
orders for a posse to commence clearing 
the river at once. 
Citizens, whom 


necessity compels to use tho water, have 
boon urged to exert every precaution. 
A small steamer started from this city 
this morning to explore the Allegheny 
river as far as tho mouth of the Kiskim- 
inetau. From that point tho search will 
be continued in row beats. 


AtJKUfa FOB AN EXTIIA SESSION. 


A message asking for an extra session 


of the legislature, which was signed by 
every member of that body from Alle- 
gheny county, was sent to Governor 
Beaver yesterday, but at this writing no 
reply has been received. 
In speaking 


of this Hon. M. B. Lemon said: "There 
are sereral reasons why tho legislature 
should be convened immediately. There 
is so much danger of pestilence that the 
state anthoritres must take steps to pre- 
vent it. The city and county authori- 
ties con not do the work because thoy 
can not act in harmony. 
Another 


reason is that the state must give did to 
restore tho destroyed industries. 
It in 


neither right nor snfo to depend alto- 
gether on voluntary private sutncrip- 
tions to do this. The whole Htuto should 
oomo to the aid of the survivors."

Four 
bodies have so far been recovered who 
were known to have been on the train. 


BENDING AID. 


This rooming at^the chamber of com- 


merce orders were granted for tho im- 
mediate transportation of fifty cars of 
provisions and 800 men, of whom thirty 
lire carpenters. Contractor Flynn bos 
abandoned all his work in this vicinity 
and is transporting all his horses, carts, 
hoisting machines and engines, and all 
gearing of that nature. All of the tents 
of the national guard will be shipped at 
once. 
One hundred aud fifty coal 


stoves and necessary utensils will also be 
sent. All of Flynn 's men are accustomed 
to tho kind of work thoy will find at 
Johnstown. No volunteers will be ac- 
cepted. Every man will receive pay BO 
that ho will be under the control of a 
foreman.

All along we could see liodica among 


tho dobrifl. 
The center of the diim at 


South Fork is all gone, and tlio whole 
place is a complete river. 
At tho town 


of South Fork tho pcoplo wore all warn- 


ed, and vacated tlioir homes and went 
to the lulls. At this place thirty-eight 
houses were swept awtiy, but only one 
person is reported missing. 


Them was a freight train lying right 


below the forks. It was lifted off the 
track and swept up against the hill. 
Two brakemoii were missing. 
Timbers 


are piled up in largo heaps along the 
hill. Mineral Point is all gone. 
From 


this place to Conemaugh tho whole 
region along the river, is cleiiued out
